RUSSIANS HELP 
BRITONS WIN.

Declares One Wing of Army 
was Forced Back.

LONDON, Dec. 5.—British troops, 
acting in conjunction with an effi- 
cient force of Russians, have carried 
out a successful operation in Meso- 
Potamia, Maj.-Gen. F. B. Maurice, 
chief director of military operations 
at the War Office, announced today. 
Speaking of the German attacks 
on the British salient in the Cam- 
brai area, Gen. Maurice said: 

The army has to a certain extent 
got us into an awkward position and 
some adjustment of our line may 
be necessary. We may have to 
make slight withdrawals on the 
north of the salient.” 

GEN. MAURICE’S STATEMENT. 
“There is little doubt,” continued 
Gen. Maurice, “that the latest Ger- 
man attacks in the Cambral sector 
have been planned and superin- 
tended by Gen. Von Ludendorff him- 
self. Von Ludendorff's plan Was & 
thoroughly good one, as most of the 
German plans are. It was an at- 
tack on both flanks of our salient, 
followed by an attack in ferce on 
the center. 

“His attacks on our north and 
center failed completely, but on his 
left the enemy succeeded in break- 
ing through a part of our front. He 
attacked not only our new front but 
on a part of the line as it existed to 
a depth of nearly 6000 yards— 
clear through our gun positions. But 
we had ample reserve available and 
promptly drove him back two-thirds 
of the distance covered. 

“One cannot say the Germans 
have not made a substantial gain as 
@ result of this effort. When you. 
are in a narrow salient, 
small inroad on one’s ,flanks 
creases greatly the difficulty of hold- 
ing the salient and supplying the 
men in ft. 

“The supply to the men on cer- 
tain portions of our front hag now 
— a matter of considerable dif- 
culty.” 

After alluding to the readjust- 
ments of the line that might be 
necessary to some extent in this 
area, Gen. Maurice continued: 
CAPTURE BRITISH GUNS, | 


“For the first time in many a day 
has the enemy captured some British 
guns, The last British guns he cap- 
tured were four from à territorial 
battery behind the French lines in 
the battle of Ypres in May, 1915, 
during the first gas attack. Since 
then we had not lost a single gun 
on the western front and have cap- 
tured €50 of the enemy's, of which 
510 were captured in 1917. 

“The number of na we ap- 
tured at Cambrai te 138. The Ger- 
mans, claim 100 of ours, and I am 
net yet able to tell exactly how far 
this claim is true, as complete re- 
turns from the batteries are not yet 
in, but the promptitude of the an- 
nouncement and the round number 
used leads to suspicion. I believe 
the Germans have meluged in the 
count numbers of trench mortars. 
etc., and that therefore this number 
will be subject to a large discount 
on investigation. The same prob- 
ably is true of the 6000 prisoners 
which is claimed. 

“In Mesopotamia, we are continu- 
ing the policy of striking wherever 
the enemy gives us opportunity. We 
have just carried out this policy in 
an operation of our right with the 
full co-operation of Russian forces. 
The success of Russian arms here 
shows that some portions of the 
Russian army are still willing and 
ready to fight."

Clarence Blethen, the child editor and 
warless warrior extraordinary, got so ex- 
cited over his share of the exalted goodness 
of the place that he made grand tours of 
the country to tell the awed millions how 
wonderful it was to be great and good like 
him and Seattle. How much holier they 
both were under prohibition absolute! 

The editor was a kind of “latter-day Paul 
Revere to warn the world that Piety was 
coming--on its way from Seattle! 

Every time that any other city on the 
Coast was a bit naughty Seattle just raised 
her eyebrows. They were seriously con-

lowing as the official motto of the city: 


“Thank God, we are not like other men 


What got Seattle so excited over itself 
‘was that her saloons were closed. Seattle 
stood at the front door of the closed sa- 
loons with hands clasped in holiness while 
the old barkeep stood at the back door 
passing them in one at a time and selling 
them rot-gut whisky. The fact is that 
while Editor Biethen was raving about the 
successful working-out of bone-dry prohibi- 
tion in Seattle and denouncing as “false 
from. beginning to end” the statements to 
the contrary in the Los Angeles Times,

said to yawn for the pair. If one be saving 
and t'other extravagant it is a stand-off, but 
it doesn't help thé general average. Noth- 
ing really helps the reckoning except the 
household in which thrift is understood and 
practiced by every member thereof. : 

As a people the Americans have been held 
up to all the world as primarily a race of 
spenders. The dominant national trait ts 
extravagance—alike of puree and speed. 
We shower our money and our words with 
a careless irresponsibility that a phiegmatic 
Hollander could not even comprehend. We 
have ever. ladled out our dollars in a spirit 
of improvidence. Apparently the national 
motto is: “Easy come; easy go.” 

Now as a nation we are spending bi. 
lions, but in the home lessons of economy 
are being driven in by law and precept. 
Thrift has practically become compulsory, 
and man is even compelled to put fetters on 
his appetite. rcesses and extravagances 
that were once good-naturedly condoned are 
now not only publicly condemned, but are 
checked by the implacable arm of the law. 

It has taken a frightful war to show us 
what thrift means, but t the lesson be 
ground into the marrow of our national 
life there will be some compensation for 
the havoc wrought. - 

Have you seen the new thrift stamps’ 
They are neat, but not gaudy. It is their 
wholesome mission to carry the gospel of 
economy down to the last and most incon- 
sequential member of the household. Every- 
one is encouraged to save—for the country, 
the family and themselves. It is the first 
step in saving that counts.

With a frown which let the sun- 
shine by but once, and a fricid 
glance which chilled gradually from 
the first and warmest day to the 
last and coldest. he played the mis- 
chief with everyone's expectations 
of the usual October outdoor cheer. 


Last month the mean temperature 


was 38.5 deg., as against the normal 
41.1 deg. The nearest approach 
record was in 1873, when 
of 40 deg. was recorded. 

October 1 was the warmest day, 


with a showing of 68 dez. Yester- 


day the coldest, going down to 18 
deg. 


There was only one sunny day all 
month—the 15th. Normally, there 
should be eleven. There were thir- 
teen partly cloudy days, instead of 
the normal ten, and seventeen al 
together cloudy days, instead of the 
usual ten. 

Just the same, St. Paul was drier 
than the books show it should he. 
Only 1.68 inches of rain fell all 
month, instead of the conventional 
2.34 inches. This is not a stable 
average. however, as only six-tenths 
pf an inch of rain fell tn October, 
1911, and 7.55 imches fell in Octo- 
ber, 1908.—[St. Paul Pioneer Press.

Wanted to Get Married: Stole 
Fifteen Hundred Dollars. 


When Floyd K. Kingsley, who 
lives at No. 1516 Glenandale place, 
this city, and who for the past eight 
years has been a railway postal | 
clerk, working alone on the Salt 
Lake Railway run between Caliente 
end Barstow, ran across a ietter 
that he contemplated fiümg of its 
contents, he opened the envelope 
and the note read “Dear Grand- 
pa.” A dime was inclosed. The ap- 
peal emote the heart of Kingsley, he 
replaced the dime and the tiny note, 
and sealed up the envelope 80 
cleverly that Postoffice Inspector 
Charles & Ranger, who had his case 
in charge, could not tell that it had 
been opened. 

Yesterday, Kingsley was arrested 
at Barstow, and brought to Los An- 
geles for arraignment before United 
States Commissioner D. M. Ham- 
mack, on the charge of rifling the 
mail that had at various times been 
entrusted to his care. The com- 
plaint, sworn out by Postoffice In- 
epector C „Webster, charged 
Kingsley with stealing $9 contained 
In a letter addressed to Miss Anna 
Simmons, general delivery, Los An- 
geles, sent from Livingston, Mont. 
He was held in $1000 bond. 

Later on Kingsley made a com- 
plete confession to Inspector Ranger 


Morse of San Francisco, who with 
Special Agents Austin and Lewis, 
have been shadowing Kingsley for 
some time. 

Kingsley admitted that he had 
mfied registered and special deliv- 
ery letters for months, and that his 
tea lines were not less than $1500. 
He gave as an excuse that he wanted 
to get married. So assiduous was 
he in the game of loot that the day 
before he was arrested he lifted $71 
from envelopes handled on his 
route. Working alone, he had many 
opportunities, and the postoffice in- 
spectors say he was master of «a 
plan by which he could open any 
letter, and reseal it and the fact 
could not be discovered even with 
the aid of a glass Within a week 
before he was taken into custody he 
deposited about $1000 in a local 
bank, indicating how rosperous 
business was with him. fe salary 
with the Postoffice Department was 
$1500 a year. 

Losses of letters containing money 
have been reported to the postoffice 
inspectors at intervals since early 
last summer, and by means of decoy 
registered letters the crime was 
fixed on Kingsley. When confront- 
ed with the evidence against him he 
made a full confession, and told
